~ TRED TO SPEAK 


Reed Had Appeared at 
Ardmore, Okla., and Was 


“ Just About to Begin 


Attack on Treaty and 
League. | 


BIG-CROWD WENT WILD 
AS SENATOR APPEARED 


Eggs Were Hurled and 
Light Wires Cut—Reed 
Tried to Hold Floor, But 
Was Forced to Leave 
Without Making Speech. 


Ardmore, Okla., Octoler 1.—Sen- 
ator Reed was egged from the 
stage of Convention hall here to- 
night ag he was being introduced 
by the mayor in preparation for his 
speech against the treaty and 
league of nations. 

The crowd, more than six thou- 
sand strong, went wild as Reed 
came onthe stage and all light 
wires to the building were cut. 

Pandemonium broke loose and 
cries of derision howled him down 
while the audience surged upon the 
stage. Reed attempted to hold the 
floor for a few minutes, but was 
forced to make his exit without be- 
ginning his speech. After several 
minutes of the demonstration, a 
number of women climbed upon the 
etage and quieted the crowd. 

Reed could not be seen at his 
hotel here tonight, but it was an- 


“nounced that he would make no at- 


tempt to deliver his address. 
Reed at the Club. 

Senator Reed arrivd at Ardmore 
accompanied by General Emmit 
Newton, of Springfield, Mo. He went 
immedately to the Washington ho- 
tel and later a committee met him 
and escorted him to the Dornick 
Hills club, ere an elaborate ban- 
quet was sérved with many Ard- 
more citizens present. The rank 
and. file, however, which gathered 
at the mass meeting at the Carter 
county court house yesterday and 
passed resolutions censuring Sena- 
tor Reed and sent him a wire not to 
come to Ardmore, denouncing his 
stand on the league of nations in 
resolutions as undemocratic and un- 
patriotic and un-American were 
not in evidence at the banquet. 

The hour of speaking had been 
o’clock, and at that 
hour at the hall, with a capacity of 
5,000, was filled to overfflowing 
with fully 6,000 people jammed into 
the building. Many Ardmore wom- 
en were present. <At 8:30 Fred 
Williams of the reception commit- 
tee introduced Mayor William Free- 


man, after having first read a tel- 
egram from Jake L. Mamon, who 
had been selected to preside at the 
meeting, but who wired from Ran- 
ger, Texas, that it would be impos- 
sible for him to be present. 

The Lights Went Out. 

Mr. Freeman started to introduce 
the senator by stating his position, 
and was approaching a place 
where he was making clear his po- 
sition, stating he was discharging 
his duty on behalf of the _ city 
whose chicf executive he was, in 
introducing the speaker. No mat- 
ter how his views and Senator 
Reed’s might clash on the league of 
nations, he was saying, when, in 
the middle of his sentence, without 
warning, the lights went out. Im- 
mediately pandemonium broke 
loose. 

Some cool-headed citizen reach- 
ed the middle of the stage whereon 
Was seated Senator Reed, Mayor 


Freeman and members of the re- 
ception committee. 

He urged the crowd to remain 
quiet. At this juncture eggs began 
breaking all about the stage. Soon 
afterward a lineman succeeded in 
repairing the broken light wires 
and it was revealed that eggs had 
struck those upon the stage. 

Wouldn’t Stay Quiet. 

When a semblance of order had 
was an unsuc- 
eessful attempt to have Senator 
Reed deliver his address, but the 
audience refused to remain quiet 
Every attempt to have the senator 
proceed was greeted with hisses and 
eat calls and there Were rounds of 
cheers for President Wilson. 

After the crowd had _ thinned 
somewhat, the. sentaor and those 
who were with him upon the stage 
left and were “viven to the hotel. 

Mr. Reed expected to leave Ar4d- 
more late tonight for the west. 

Many citizens expressed _ thein- 
gelves as deeply humiliated over 
the affair. | 

One shot was fired in the course 
of the trouble that followed the 
senator’s first words. A volley of 
eggs was showered toward the 
speakers, spattering Genator Reed 
women and others on the stage. 

A statement bv Mayor Freeman 
said tonight that, although league 
sentiment in the community would 
hardly lead to a conviction in the 
@ase of arrests, he will exert all 
effort to bring the trouble-makers 
into court. .

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DEADLOCK BROKEN 
ON PROMI MEASURE 


Conferees Agree on 
“Bone - Dry” Enforce- 
ment and Bill Will Soon 
Go to Wilson—Liberal- 
izing Amendments Re- 
tained. 


Washington, October i1.—Breaking 
a three weeks’ deadlock, senate and 
house conferees reached an agree- 
ment today on the prohibition en- 
forcement bill. Quick approval of 
the conferees’ report is expected by 
leaders and the méasure may go to 
the president early next week. 

The bill, which establishes one- 
half of one per cent as the maximum 
alcoholic content of beverages, was 
passed by the house July 22 and 
by the senate September do. The con- 
ference report will be acted upon 
first by the senate, to which it will 
be reported Friday and then sent 
to the house, 

For Strict Enforcement. 

| The bill will be returned from 
conference without fundamental 
changes in its plan for strict en- 
forcement both of the war-time pro- 
hibition law and the constitutional 
amendment by the commissioner of 
interna] revenue and department of 
justice. Provisions for manufacture 
and sale of industrial spirits and 
of spirits for sacramental and scl- 
gentific use are retained, but rigor- 
ous safeguards against manufacture 
and sale of drinks for any other 
purposes are provided. 

The senate conferees, however, 
succeeded in retaining virtually ev- 
ery one of the 285 liberalizing pro- 
visions adopted by the upper house, 
which comprise mostly administra- 
tive fedtures. The principal “‘lib- 
eral” amendment of the senate per- 
mitting home manufacture and con- 
kumption of cider*and light wines 
was approved as well as another 
senate amendment extending appli- 
cation of the constitutional amend- 
ment to the Panama canal zone. 

In the principal conference dis- 
pute over imposition of the “burden 
of proof” in prosecutions, the sen- 
ate managers were successful for 
the bill as agreed upon provides 
that the government must bear the 
“burden of proof,’ ’and prove its 
case in prosecuting those selling 
beverages, by showing that the bev- 
erages concerned contained more 
than the alcoholic limit of one-half 
of one per cent. Manufacturers, how- 
ever, as provided both by the house 
and senate bills, must bear the bur- 
den of proof that their products 
contained alcohol ofily within the 
amount prescribed. 

Liquor for the Home. 


ferees in the provision which would 
allow a man to have and consume 
in his own home liquor acquired be- 
fore the law goes into effect. 

The conferees’ struck out the 
house amendment requiring physical 
examination by. physicians of pa- 
tients before issuance of prescrip- 
tions for intoxicating beverages and 
retained the sénate amendment pro- 
viding for_«consumption of intoxi- 
cants by patients in establishments 
for treatment of alcoholic addicts. 

For expenses fYr-enforcing the bill 
the conferees reduced the senate 
appropriation of $3,500,000 to $2.- 
000,000.

amendment authoriz- 
ing manufacture of and sale of 
“near beer’ and similar malt bev- 
erages containing under one-half of 
one per cent alcohol was retained, 
but it is stipulated that other names 
shall be used for their designation 
than beer, ale or porter, 

Another senate amendment writ- 
ten into the bill, regarding the ex- 
emption of intoxicants stored in 
homes from seizure was that pro- 
viding that residences and homes 
shall include apartments and hotel 
rooms used by such possessors of 
liquors, who are exempt from the 
requirement to report to the govern- 
sn Stocks on hand February l, 


IN WILSON'S CONDITION 


Washington, October 1.—No im- 
portant change in the condition of 
President Wilson was noted in to- 
day’s white house bulletin, though 
it was said his progress toward re- 
covery was not so0 apparent as it 
had been yesterday. 

Throughout the day the president 
felt the effects of another restless 
night. During the morning, how- 
ever, he was able to get some 
sleep and the remainder of the 
day he devoted to almost complete 
rest. Despite damp atmosphere Dr.

WHITE MEN ACCUSED

Request for Troops ‘ |

Little Rock, Ark., October 1.— 
Although Secretary Baker and 
General March, chief of staff of 
the United States army, were 
said to have authorized the send- 
ing of troops to Elaine, Phillips 
county, the scene of today’s race 
ricts, the soldiers had not left 
Camp Pike at 11 o’clock tonight 
[t was reported tHat Major Gen- 
eral Samuel OD. Sturgis, com- 
manded of Camp Pike, refused 
to send the troops without or- 
ders from the war department. 

Governor Brough said that 
Secretary Baker told him over 
the long distance telephone this 
afternoon that Major General 
Sturgis had authority to send the 
troops if he considered this—ac- 
tion advisable. The governor 
said that he received t-legrams 
from Senators Robinson and Kir. 
by, of Arkansas, quoting General] 
March to the same effect. 


Helena, Ark. October 1.—Two 
white men, Clinton Lee and J. A. 
Tappan, of Helena, and seven ne- 
groes are Known to be dead at 
Elaine, near here, as a result of 
clashes today between negroes and 
a@ posse searching for the persons 
who last night from ambush fired 
upon and killed W. D. Adkins, rail- 
road special agent, according to re- 
ports reaching here tonight. A third 
white man, Ira Proctor, and a 
number of negroes are Known to 
have been wounded. Troops from 
Camp Pike, at Little Rorek, armed 
with machine guns, are said to be 
en route to Elaine. 

Situation Is Critical. 

The situation at Elaine is critical 
and growing worse, according to a 
telephone message received tonight 
by County Judge 8S. D. Moore here 
from Joseph CC. Meyers, who is 
heading the posse. Meyers was quot- 
ed as saying he expected another 
clash at any moment and requested 
that a special train with reinforce- 
ment be sent immediately. The sol- 
diers from Camp Pike are expected 
to arrive before midnight. 

Tappan, who was a prominent 
business man here, succumbed in a 
local hospital late today to the 
wounds he received in this morn- 
ing’s fighting in the streets ot 
Elaine. Proctor, who also was 
brought here, is not expected to 
live, according to physicians, The 
body of Lee, who died from his 
wounds at Elaine, also was brought 
to his home here, 

Lee is said to have been shot ac- 
cidentally, while Tappan and Proc- 
tor were wounded during the fight- 
ing. Charles Pratt, deputy sheriff, 


who was with Adkins when the lat- 
ter was killed last night, was 


wounded in the knee. Lee, Tappan 
and Proctor are members of the lo- 
cal post of the American Legion 
and were deputized by Sheriff 
Kitchens with a number of other 
civilians when he _ received word 
the situation at Elaine was getting 
out of control. 
Over 100 Negroes Arrested. 


More than a hundred negroes and 
a white man who is alleged to have 
had in his possession a quantity of 
questionable literature had been 
arrested by posses operating in 
Elaine and vicinity when he left, 
according to former Sheriff Amos 
Jarman, who arrived here late to- 
day. A number of the prisoners 
according to Jarman, are 
on the way under heavy guard.

New York, October 1—The trans- 
port George Washington, bearing 
Belgium’s ruler to America’s shores 
dropped anchor tonight off Sandy 
Hook and at dawn will proceed in- 
to New York Harbor. 

King Albert? the first reigning 
monarch of Europe to land in tne | 
United States, with 


Queen Eliza-'! 
beth and Crown Prince Leopold will 
arrive at Hoboken tomorrow morn- 
‘ing. They will remain in the Untrt- 
ed States twenty-six days and in 
that time will travel from coast to 
coast, ending their tour at Wash- 
ington, where they will be guests 
at the white house for three days. 
To Greet Royal Visitors. 

The royal visitors will ne greeted 
by representatives of the United 
States and the state of New Jer- 
sey when they step ashore. Vice 
President Marshall and Mrs. Mar- 
shak wiil be the personal represen- 
tatives of President Wilson and 
Mrs. Wilson, who will be unable to 
leave Washington because of the 
illness of the nation’s chief execu- 
tive. 

Secretary Lansing and his third 
assistant, Breckinridge Long, will 
welcome them on behalf of the state 


department, while Secretary of | 


Baker and General Peyton Murch, 
chief of staff, will extend the army’s 
greetings. Brief addresses will be 
made at the pier by Mr. Marshall, 
Governor Runyon, of New Jersey, 


er the welcoming ceremonies, which 
will be given with full military 
honors, the Belgian rulers will be 
brought across the river to New 
York and will be lodged at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, where the king was a 
guest when he -visited the city as 
the crown prince twenty-one years 
azo. 

From the time of their arrival to- 
morrow until noon Friday the stay 
here of the kine and queen will be 
entirely informal and they will be 
virtually incognito. This will give 
them an opportunity to celebrate un- 
disturbed the nineteenth annivers- 
ary of their wedding. 

Formal Welcome Friday. 

At noon Friday the Belgian mon- 
archs will be taken to the battery 
to be formally welcomed to the me- 
tropolis. From then until they leave 
for Boston, their first stopping 
place, they will be the guests of 
the city. The details ofthe recep- 
tion which will be accorded them 
will rest with Governor Smith, rep- 
resenting New York state, and May- 
or Hylan, for the municipality. The 
same will be true In every city they 
visit. They will be the guests of 
the state department while traveling, 
but each municipality will arrange 
its own program of greeting. 

The guns of the forts which guard 
the harbor will speak the first 
greeting to the Belgians when they 
boom salutes of twenty-one guns as 
the George Washington enters the 
harbor. Whistles of harbor craft 
and the Sirens of factories on shore 
will join in the chorus. 


CAPITAL AWAITS 


ROYAL VISITORS 
TO UNITED STATES 


Washington, October 1.—Wash- 
ington today is on the’ tiptoe of ex- 
pectation in anticipation of the ar- 
rival of the royal party from Bel- 
gium. While King Albert, with 
Queen Elizabeth and the crown 
prince are by no means the first roy- 
al visitors to be received in the cap- 
ital, their visit nevertheless will in 
a way be something entirely new to 
the city. With the exception of 
the late King Kalakua, of the Sand- 
wich Island, Washington never be- 
fore has received a reigning mon- 
arch as such. Heretofore alk fhe 
illustrious royal vis:tors to the Uhit- 
ed States have been traveling incog- 
nito, Which has robbed their re- 
ception here of the most of its blaze 
and glory, its fuss and feathers. 

According to the official code of 
etiquette,’ binding enl'ghtened na- 
tions, the head of one nation ig 
bound to return an official visit 
from the head of another hation. 
Until President Wilson upset all 
precedent by going to Europe, where 
he was received by the kine of 
Great Britain, the king of Italy and 
the president of the Frenchtrepub- 
lic, American tradition was popu- 
larly supposed to forbid the chief 
executive of the American common- 
wealth from going far overseas dur- 
ing his term of office.

BLACKMAIL LETTER 


SENT TO CANDLER;| 


YOUTH IS HELD 


Rufus J. Bond Charged 
With the Authorship of 
Blackmail Letter Ad- 
dressed to Asa G. Can- 
dler, Sr. 


ARREST IS MADE 
ON U. S. WARRANT 


Unable to Make Bond, 
Prisoner Is Held for Pre- 
liminary Trial Today. 
Protests Innocence. 


Accused of attempting to black- 
mail Asa G. Candler, Ryfus J. Bond, 
a young man of 24, living at 89 West 
Harris street, was arrested Wednes- 
day and placed under a $300 bond 
by United States Commissioner 
Carter pending preliminary trial 


‘Thursday morning on a charge of 


misuse of the mails. He was un- 
able to give bond Wednesday after- 
noon and evening and is being held 
in the Tower. 

The arrest came as the result of 
investigations made by postoffice 
Inspectors who were assigned to 
trace the source of an anonymous 
letter sent to Mr. Candler on Sep- 
tember 27, threatening him if he 
failed to produce $2,000 by a cer- 
tain time. Mr. Candler turned the 
letter over to the postoffice au- 
thorities and it was discovered that 
the spot designated as the place 
| where the money should be left was 
almost directly under Bond’s win- 
dow. 

Federal Warrant. 

The inspectors took him to the 
federal building on suspicion and 
exacted several handwriting tests, 
which convinced them that Bond 
should be placed under arrest. The 
federal warrant was then issued. 

The letter, which was printed Jn 
capital letters with a pencil, read 
as follows: 

“We want $2,000. Put it under 
the back doorstep at 91 West 
Harris, or, damn you, we will 
get you. Put it there by 12 to- 
day and let nobody see you. Let 
your negro put it there, and 
G— d— you it had better be 
there by 12 today. Don’t try to 
get anybody for this. You will 
get the wrong one. We are 
watching you. Send it or we 
will get you.’ 

The young man protests his inno- 
cence and stated that he would be 
able to prove it.

Little Joyce Hook Run 
Over by Angier Avenue 
Street Car Early Wed-| 
nesday Evening.

In Less Than Half Hour 
Negro Is Found Guilty 


Of Assault on Woman 


Camden, N, J., October 1.—It took 
less than thirty minutes today to 
try and to sentence to from 20 to 
30 years in state prison James 
Whitings, the negro for whom a 
posse searched continuously from 
last Monday, because of an attack 
near Merchantville on a white won- 
an, the wife of a shipyard worker. 

Whitings admitted in court hav- 
ing choked the woman, but denied 
criminal assault. She fainted after 
idemtifying the negro as the man 
who had assaulted her. The sen- 
tencing of Whitings had no Visibie 
effect on hjm, and he pleaded only 
for protection “from the mob.” 

The assault caused intense excite- 
ment among the residents of Mer- 
chantville and nearby towns and 
open threats of violence were heard. 
For twenty-four hours a posse of 
more than 600 armed men searched 
the surrounding country for the ne- 
gto, but after his capture and the 
assurance by the police that he 
would be. brought to a speedy trial, 
the crowd dispersed. The usual 
quiet prevailed today. 

The negro was captured last night 
by a detective near Mount Holly. 
He was nearly exhausted from a 
night spent. in. a nearby swamp and 
offered no resistance,

tactics toward prisoners, Berkman 
declares the official to be a man of 
“low mentality, who believes in the 
old time methods of brutality and 
suppression.” The average type of 
guard at the prison, Berkman de- 
clares, is far below that of the pris- 
oners in mental and moral attri- 
butes, characterizing some of them 
as “degenerates of the worst type.” 
“Excepting a few decent officers, of 
humane spirit,” Berkman charges 
that “the majority of the guards 
are vulgar, brutal and _ dissipated 
men “It is the deputy warden,” 
he says, “who is mainly respons'ble 
for the brutalities and inhumani- 
ties practiced upon the federal pris- 
o@ers. 

“The deputy warden is the most 
hated man in the prison,” Mr. Berk- 
man declares. .“He encourages the 
most brutal tendencies of the 
guards and frequently protests and 
nullifies the warden’s more humane 
attitude.

Ke: nly alive to world conditions, 
the shipping hoard has given the 
matter of coal for Europe serious 
consideration. H. Y. Saint, head of 
the export coal department of the 
shipping board, has compiled a -re- 
port, in which he says:

into this work of distributing coal to 
European ports. 

“With the increasing demand upon 
America to suppy coal for Europe 
and to carry it in Americn bottoms, 
and with all the demands predicated 
up n the ij asin distress in vafi- 
ous European countries, it would 
seem that.immediate steps must be 
taken to bring about an effort on 
the part of the various countries to 
help themselves in this matter of 
coal distribution.”

chaining up by the wrists, clubbinys 
and shooting, are the dominant 
methods of ‘reformation’ in Atlan- 
ta. Men ‘are chained to the eel 
doors for eight to ten hours con- 
secutively,’ without even the oppor- 
tunity of answering the most pres-- 
ing demands of nature. I have 
known men in the federad prison 
to be kept twenty-one to-.thirts 
days at a stretch in the hole, which 
is a filthy, dark kennel! not fit for 
a respectable’ dog. and fed on two 
small slices of bread twice a day.

Unless and untll countervailing 
measures are applied, Admiral Kol- 
chak remains severely handicapped 
Under. the pressure of 
stances the huge staffs 
ters have been reduced, but it is 
merely a palliative whereby those | 
who pfofited by the abuses hope to 
perpetuate their own welfare. The 
feéling against the present order of 
things is growing daily and radical 
measures are urgent. Obviously 
there must be a responsible premier 
enjoying the confidence of the su- 
preme ruler and internai reforms 
are indispensible to the successful 
continuation of the war. 


Creates Assembly. 


Admiral Kolchak has signed a de- 
cree instituting aSiberian assehbly, 
elected by inhabitants of long fesi- 
dence. Cossacks and old settlers 
thus have a preponderant voice. 
The assembly has the right to in- 
terpellation and legislation and 
partakes somewhat of the character 
of @ magnified, zemstvo, but the 
scope of its influence and action 
can scarcely be exaggerated. The 
preparatory stage before the elec- 
tions probably will require six 
weeks.

Conditions Show Great Im- 


provement Since Removal 
of Bela Kun.

The contrast between those days, 
when, like Nebuchadnezzar, one sub- 
sisted upon unaccustomed food that 
may have been wholesome, but most 
certainly was not. good, and the 
comparative plenty of today really 
is remarkable. During a fortnight 
or so that 1 was ill in the Ritz hote) 
at the end of June and the begin- 
ning of July, 1 was able to get meat 
exactly twice and .had@_ cherries 
three or four times. Apart from 
that invariable diet it was bdd 
bréad, thin seup and some acrid 
form of vegetable. 

Today one can get meat’ -twica 
daily; fruit, such as melons, apples, 
plums and pears, is pientiful; eggs 
and bytter can be had daily tor 
breakfast. < ; 

Mueh of the credit for this im- 
proved state of affairs is due to the 
inter-allied food commission. When 
it arrived, Budapest, disorganized 
by the fall of Bela Kun, the occu- 
pation of Rumania and the con- 
tinued hostility of the anti-bolshe- 
vist peasantry, was on the verge 
of disaster. Within a week 700 tons 
of foodstuffs had Aeen brought up 
by river from e Paks division 
and thrown into the town. The last 
contract was made by the Hunga- 
rian food ministry and has pro- 
vided for the importation from 
Jugo-Slavia of 4,000 pigs, 30,000 fons 
of flour, 20,90 tons of maise, 4,900 
tons of pig feed, 30,000 tons of po- 
tatoes, 540 head of cattle and 200 
tons of lard.

When the situation in Helena be- 
came tense, leading negroes were 
called to meet with white citizens 
and conditions were discussed 
frankly, with expressions of mutual 
confidence and pledges to sustain 
order in this city. ‘ White and negro 
ministers of the city also arranged 
to cooperate in helping to maintain 
order and enough deputies, consist- 
ing chiefly of discharged soldiers, 
were sworn in to patrol every block 
in the city. fr 

Elaine has a population nf 460, and 
is supported chiefly by the Girard 
Lumber company. The town has 
rail, day telegraph and telephone 
communication with Helena. The 
ratio of population in that section 
of. the county is said to be seven 
negroes to three white persons.

NORMAL FOOD STORAGE 
NOT VIOLATION OF LAM 


Palmer Gives Opinion on 
Storing.of Food by Legiti- 
mate Dealers. 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia Public Ledger 
Service——Copyright, 19) 


Washington, ®ctober 1.—Normal 
storage of food products -by legiti- 


mate dealers is in no danger of be- 
ing interpreted as “hoarding” by 
the government in its fight on the 
high cost of living. A. Mitchell 
Palmer,. attorney general, declared 
today. The law against hoarding, 
the attorney general said, “prohibits 
accumulations by an individual tirm 
or corporation in excess of seasonal 
requirements and it prohibits accu- 
mulations by dealers in excess of 
the reasonable requirements of his 
biisiness for a reasonable time.” 

“There has been some misunder- 
standing of the efforts of the de- 
partment of justice to prevent 
hoarding of the food supply _of the 
country,” continued Mr Palmer, 
“but the law is perfectly ‘plain. It 
specifically authorizes the reason- 
able accumulation of stocks during 
a period of flush production in or- 
der to meet the reasonable require- 
ments of a period of scant or no 
production. The department of jus- 
tice has gone no further than the 
law and it is not its purpose to treat 
as hoarding the normal storage of 
food products by legitimate dealers 
conducting business in the usual 
way and disposing of stocks in stor- 
ace at the usual time upon reason- 
able margins of profit.” 

The attorney general also asked 
the federal trade commission to In- 
vestigate the California Associated 
Raisin company of Fresno, Cal, on 
charges made against the organiza- 
tion for violation of the anti-trust 
laws. Since the raisin company is 
an organization of farmers and pro- 
ducers, the department of justice is 
powerless to act directly under a 
provision of the anti-trust law, 
which says that “no part of the 
appropriation shall be expended for 
the prosecution of producers of farm 
products and associations of farm- 
ers who co-operate in an effort to 
maintain a fair and reasonable pgice 
for their products.” 

Attorney General Palmer's appli- 
cation to the federal tradg@ commis- 
sion for an investiestionh of the 
raisin company was made under\a@ 
section of the federal trade commis- 
sion act which gives the commission 
power to investigate any organiza- 
tion alleged to be violating the 
anti-trust act. This section says: 

“Upon the application of the at- 
torney general to investigate and 
make recommendations for the read- 
justment of the business of any 
corporation alleged to be violating 
the anti-trust acts in order that the 
corporation may thereafter maintain 
its organization, management and

STATE CASH SENT 
T0 SCHOOL BOARD 


Superintendent Brittain 
Remits State’s. Appro- 
priation for the Atlanta 
Schools Direct to Treas- 
urer of Board of Educa- 
tion. 


In remitting a payment of $13,150 
of the 1919 school fund for the city 
of Atlanta to the treasurer of the 
board of education yesterday, 
perintendent Brittain decided the 
controversy between the local 
board and city council as to who 
should receive payment of the 
money so far as he is concerned. 

teceipt of this money, however, 
Which it is understood is for the 
payment of September salaries for 
the teachers, will in no wise affect 
the emergency confronting the 
schools of enforced closing in De- 
cember. Superintendent of Schools 
W. F. Dykes said Wednesday night 
that the balance of the fund, 
amounting to approximately $118,- 
000, would not be due until January, 
1920, and unless money is forthcom- 
ing from some other source there is 
no other help but for the schools 
to close for a month. To run the 
schools on in December would re- 
quire about $70,009 and an emergen- 
cy measure is now pending in coun- 
cil to provide this money. 

Council Threatens. 
Members of city council threaten-

the city’ s. quota of the state school | 
fund to the 
they insist upon retaining it, 
amount of the state fund from the 
city’s appropriation to schools for 
the year. 

The board of education has re- 
plied that it is a chartered organi- 
zation, separate and distinct from 
council under act of the legislature; 
that it is the function of the board 
of education to handle the qyota of 


| the state school fund apportioned to 


the public schools of the city, and 
that council has no claim on it 
whatsoever as a part of the city’s 


eCurrent income. 


Payment of this money direct to 
the board of education, they de- 
clare, has nothing to do with the 
22 per cent of its current income 
Which the city must set aside for 
the schools. They contend that ev- 
ery cent of the state fund belongs 
to the schools, and that they are 
entitled to 22 per cent of the rev- 
enues Of the city just as if the state 
school fund had never_been in ex- 
istence. 

While a member of the a of 
education stated Wednesday night 
that they were not crossing 
bridges before they came to them, 
he intimated that any action by 
council to withhold money from the 
schools by reducing the appropria- 
tion to schools to meet the amount 
of the state’s money in the hands 
of the board, would immediately re- 
sult in court action. 

Followed Custom. 


In making the payment in the 
way he did. Mr. Brittain simply fo)- 
lowed the custom he has always ob- 
served in making the payments to 
city school systems, that is, by pay- 
ment direct rather than to the gov- 
ernment of the city. Some time ago 
he answered an inquiry from City 
Attomney James L. Mayson to the 
effect that it was the custom of the 
department to send checks to “the 


local officials in charge of the 
schools and that ene attorney gen- 
eral concurred with him in holding 
that to be the method indicated by 
the statute. 

Yesterday’s payment to schools. 
which amounted to $172,417, paid to 
the counties and $41,762 to the in- 
dependent school systems, was the 
first money to be paié@to schools out 
of the appropriation made for this 
year. A large warrant drawn ear- 
lier in the year was discounted and 
the proceeds paid to the schools. 

It is understood that the money 
paid yesterday is to be- devoted to 
the pavment of the September sal- 
aries of the city teachers, there be- 
ing no funds in the city treasury 
for that purpose. 

Besides the amount paid to the 
city schools, $2,850 was sent out for 
the country schools in this county. 

There is a balance due the city 
of Atlanta on the 1919 school fund 
of a little more than $118,000. 


MAUNA LOA POURS 
GREAT LAVA STREAM 


Hilo, T. H., Octoer 1.—A stream 
of lava from 800 feet to one mile 
wide and 30 miles long is pouring 
from the 13,000-foot crater of the 
voleano Mauna Loa, on the opposite 
side of the island of Hawaii from 
this city, into the sea today. 

The lava overtopped the crater 
late last Monday night and reached 
the sea vesterday morning, nearly 12 
hours ahead of the time it had been 
expected to do so. The eruption of 
Mauna Loa began four days ago, and 
subsided in violence after a brief 
duration only to break forth with 
new force Monday night. 

Two ranch houses and other valu- 
able property have been destroyed 
by the molten rock. 


|Merchants Warned 
On Sugar Prices 
During Shortage 


John A. Manget, chairman ‘of the 
Atlanta and Fulton county fair price 
committee, reports that the sugar 


shortage that has struck Atlanta 
within the last two or three days 
has tended to advance the prices 
asked by some merchants, and he 
desires the merchants to be warned 
that no matter how serious the 
shortage becomes in Atlanta, any 
merchant that charges more th 1m 
12 cents per pound will be liable 
to prosecution. 

“Reports have come to me,” said 
Mr. Manget, “of instances where re- 
tailers were demanding as much as 
20 cents per pound for sugar, both 
brown and pulverized. 

“It is our desire to warn the mer- 
chants that the near-famine that 
Atlanta now feels because of the in- 
ability of refineries ‘te supply us 
with sugar will be no excuse for a 
charge in excess of 12 cents per 
pound. Any charge over this will 
be profiteering and will be dealt 
with accordingly.” 

Mr. Manget further stated that 
one householder told of the neces- 
sity of going to six stores 
befhg able to procure one pound of 
sugar. Several Atlanta restaurants 
had adopted the plan of allowing 
only one spoonful of sugar for cof- 
fee og tea, ‘as was the custom during 
the days of the war. é

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DYKES ADVOCATES 
HIGHER TAX RATE 


Superintendent of Schools 
Scores Method of Distri- 
bution in City, County 
and State Tax Assess- 
ments. 


“Raise the city, tax rate to one 


@nd one-half per cent and reduce 


the state and county assessment 
to fifty per cent of that of th 
city on both real and Rb 
property. This will increase 


city’s evenue 20 er cent 
without ‘increasing ethe burden on 


the tax payer.” 

Superintendent of Schools W. F. 
Dykes advocated the above chang- 
ed plan of taxation in a statement 
given out Wednesday, in which he 
said its adoption would meet the 
needs of the city in a permanent 
way, declaring that enough taxes 
are paid to the state, county and 
city to answer all purposes if 
properly distributed.. 

He stated that while emergency 
measures are necessary to provide 
temporarily for the schools and for 
Grady hospital, the city will be con- 
fronted with the same exigencies 
again next year unless there is a 
departure from the present method 
of taxation. 

Paying Countay Taxes, 

“Fulton county is paying more 
than one-seventh of the taxes of 
the entire state,” sald Mr. Dykes. 
"In addition to this Atlanta is pay- 


ing fourteen-fifteenths of the coun- 
ty taxes. Property in Atlanta is 
assessed by the county at seventy 
per cent of the city assessment, 
while county property is being giv- 
en in at about one-third of its val- 
ue, 

“City money is being used to 
build concrete roads in the county 
in sections where there is not a 
house for a mile, while the streets 
in front of our doors are in holes.”

“The plan o ftaxation should be changed 
to meet the needs of the city in a perma- 
nent way. Enough taxes are paid the 
state, county, and city to answer ail pur- 
poses if properly distributed. 

‘‘Fulton county is paying more than one- 
seventh of the taxes of the entire state. 
In addition to this Atlanta is paying four- 
teen-fifteenths of the county taxes. Prop- 
erty in Atlanta is assessed by the county 
at 70 per cent of the city assessment, while 
country property is being given in at about 
one-third of its value. 

“City money is being used to build ocon- 
crete roads in the county in sections where 
there is not a house for a mile, while 
the streets in front of our doors are in 
holes, 

“I wish to submit the following plan for 
consideration: 

‘Raise the city tax rate to one and 
a half per cent and reduce the state and 
county assessment to 50 per cent of that 
of the city on both real and personal prop- 
erty. ‘This will increase the city’s revenue 
20 per cent without Increasing the burden 
on the taxpayer.

Waller Barrett, of 
Va., but formerly of 
lanta, distinguished as one of 
ten women who represented 
women of the United States at the 
peace conference in Paris, arrived 
in Atlanta Wednesday for a visit 
with her daughter, Mrs. E. W. Al- 
friend, 

Mrs. Barrett, who numbers many 
friends among those who knew her 
many years ago, when she lived here 
while her husband, the late Dr. Rob- 
ert Smith Barrett, was rector of Bt. 
Luke’s church, has but recently re- 
turned to this country from Paris, 
und is full of the ideas and inspira- 
tion gained from contact with wo- 
men from every civilized nation. 

Miss Jane Addams was nead of 
the American woman’s delegation 
which included the leaders of most 
prominence of the large women’s 
Organizations of the country, eleet- 
ed at a general mass meeting in 
Washington in order that there 
might be present at the great con- 
ference which would affect vitally 
the lives of women and children as 
well as of men, 

A women’s peace conference was 
first held in Zurich, attended by ten 
women from all countries, including 
Germany and Austria. A woman's 
charter was drawn up, a unique 
document in that it was a gospel 
for the women of every nationality, 
a getting forth of the rights of the 
women and children of every race, 
as framed by representatives of all 
of them. 

Charter. 


then adjourned 
and the American delegates with 
the women of the other allied na- 
tions, went to the peace conference 
at Paris. They sueceeded in having 
the woman’‘s charter adopted by the 
conference and many of its provis- 
ions are embodied in the league of 
nations. 

Mrs. Barrett had a hand in fram- 
ing the charter which takes up the 
problems of women from the edu- 
cational, social and moral view- 
point, and presSents the best solu- 
tions which have been found in any 
country. Mother’s pensions are 
dealt with, as are women’s property 
rights, hygienic rights and the pro- 
tection of children. Woman suf- 
frage is also heartily endorsed by 
the charter. 

“It was the women’s influence,” 
Mrs. Barrett said, “which led to the 
remarkable outcome of the regula- 
tion of the white slave traffic 
Which has never before been taken 
note of in any international dis- 
cussions, having been given equal 
importance with the restrictions on 
the limitations of améndments.” 


Talks of League.

difficult than defeat. Some people, 
you known, cannot stand prosper- 
ity. The victory of the Germans 
in 1879 Was responsible for their 
defeat in‘1918. 

“And now the United States has 
won a victory for which she must 
pay, and its price is above the phys- 
ical cost of war. 

“We must bear in mind that Eu- 
rope today is a state of mind, just 
as much as it is a geographical 
location. Old loves and old hates 
are blended with new aspirations 
unti people don’t know what they 
want, or how much of it. 


Power of Personality. 


“There are groups of people in 
France today who want the restor- 
ation of the empire; there are others 
who would take up the ideal of a 
king. This is why any movement 
which centers around a strong per- 
sonality will flourish. 

“This acounts for bolgRevism in 
Russia, and D’Annunzism in Italy. 
Wherever there is a leader able to 
visualize for the people he can ob- 
tain a following. Because of the 
very fluid tendencies Europe needs 
strong leaders, and the world needs 
a stable nation. 

“The United States must logical- 
ly be that stable force which shall 
hold Europe to its part, which wilil 
preserve the balance of the world, 
through a powerful influence. This 
can only be done through a leagua 
of nations, or some machinery 
created for the same purpose. —_And 
we must not be so shortsighted Phat 
we fail to see this.” 

Mrs. Barrett leaves today for Mo- 
bile, and thence she goes to Wash- 
ington, where she has a deep in- 
terest in an institution which che 
has been instrumental in founding, 
a national clinic for women, a hos- 
pital where women and girls barred 
from ail others may go and receive 
treatment. 

Object of Clinic. 

“The clinic has come into -being,” 
Mrs, Barrett says, “particularly for 
the benefit of thase girls who have 
been living in cantonment. towns. 
The government is giving up most 
of its health work, and the girls 
have not entrance to any hospital, 
regardless of whether or not they 
can pay, <A sad feature, but one 
which indicates just how badly th» 
place is needed is evident, -when I 
tell you that out of 720 girls now at 
the Ivakota, as we eall the place, 
not one is over 15." 

In addition to this social service 
work, Mrs. Barrett, who is stats 
regent for the D. A. R. of Virginia, 
is much interested in the problem 
of America’s assimilation of the for- 
eigner and she is actively engaged 
in @ number of enterprises alone 
this line. She is also chairman of 
the War Camp Community Service 
for the mothers’ ‘congress.

The Story of ‘Bessemer Steel ~ 


In view of the nation-wide atten- 
tion now directed toward the strike 
of steel workers, the National Geo- 
graphic society has. issued a bulle- 
tin, based on a communication from 
William Joseph Showalter, concern- 
ing the making of steel, which ‘he 
terms “‘‘industry’s greatest asset.” 
The bulletin follows: 

‘The story of Bessemer steel is 
one of the fasginating chronicles of 
the industrial world. It seems to 
have been one of those cases where 
two men working in different coun- 
tries, each without knowledge of 
what the other was doing, reached 
the same conclusion about the same 
time. Both were’ granted American 
patents; but upon application for 
renewal, the patent office held Kelly 
to be the inventor. The world, how- 
ever, gives the credit to Bessemer, 
and the process is. known as the 
Bessemer process. 

“Kelly was a maker of old-fash- 
ioned cooking pots and kettles, It 
is related that one day he was sit- 
ting in front of his furnace and ob- 
served a point of incandescence 
where there was no charcoal—only 
the meal and the air. This led him 
to eontend that air alone would 
burn out the impurities from molten 
iron. When he developed his tilting 
converter, his engineer blew such a 
tremendous blast through the first 
charge that iron and all went up as 
sparks, to his discomfiture and the 
crowd's amusement. He finally suc- 
ceeded in getting the amount of air 
regulated, and poured out of his 
converter the first Bessemer stevel, 
People said Kelly would soon be 
burning ice. Since his old converter 
was first used, billions of dollars’ 
worth of steel has flowed out of 
the world’s converters. 

Supply of Air. : 

“Both Kelly and Bessemer were 
baffled by the-problem of regulat- 
ing the supply of air so that it 


would not burn out all the carbon, 
a little of which is essential to 
steel. Furthermore, their products 
frequently proved to be brittle, ow- 
ing to the fact that the molten 
metal absorbed oxygen from the air 
blast. The first difficulty was solv- 
ed eventually by the expedient of 
burning out practically all the car- 
bon, then peeing neacty the amount 
required for thé specific quality of 
The second difficulty 
was overcome through the addition 
of manganese to take care of the 
hurtful oxygen. The latter sugges- 
tion was the contribution of Robert 
F. Mushet, a Scotch steel maker. 
Gorfassan, a Swedish iron master. 
had previously achieved the same 
restflts by using a pig fron initially 
rich in manganese. Thereafter un- 
derdone and everdone steel disap- 


peared. 


“To go into a great building 
where there is a battery of Besse- 
mer converters is to see more heat 
than ever pictured. A converter is 
a huge egg swung ‘amidships’ on 
trunions. The great egg of stee) 
lined witb fire-brick has the top 
off. Soma twenty tons of molten 
pig are poured into it, and then 


through some two hundred. little 
holes in the bottom powerful en- 
gines pump in a stream of cold air. 
As the oxygen-laden air sweeps up 
through the molten iron, it touches 
the molten carbon and silicon, which 
constitute the impurities, and car- 
ries them away. Millions of red an@ 
white sparks fill the air, as if some 
demon within the fiery fluia were 
giving a pyrotechnic performance. 
A thousand engines, with safety- 
valves hissing under tremendous 
pressure, have the voice of a zephyr 
in comparison. First the flame that 
pours forth is violent, then shades 
into orange, becomeS a dazzling 
white, burning finally to a faint 
blue, Which is a sign that all theo 
impurities are gone. 
Carben Added. 

“Then the blast ceases, the carbon 
that is necessary to replace the 
needed portions burn out is addea, 
the great brick and steel ege 
swings back to position, the carbon 
is mixed with the fervent fluid, ana 
then the egg tips over on its side, 
and out of the top flows the liquid 
‘.eel into a great ladle. When it 
is swung back into position a man 
with colored glasses walks out over 
the converter and peers down into 
its white-hot depths’ to see if the 
heat from the last charge has melt- 
ed away any of the fire-brick lin- 
ing. If it has, he hurls balls of 
putty-like clay down into the holes 
to stop them up or sets a crew of 
workmen to patching the damaged 
shell, This done, the big egg 
swings back again, gets another 
charge of molten iron, and begins 
the process over again. The whole 
operation takes about twenty min- 
utes—a ton of steel a minute. Bees- 
semer steel is used for structural 
material, railroad rails, wire and 
pipe. 

“In 1900 there was twice as much 
steel produced in the United States 
by the Bessemer as by the open- 
hearth’ process. But with the rapid 
exhausttion of ores having the 
proper amounts of phosphorus for 
converter practice, the open-hearth 
furnace, which ean use with equat 
success ores which contain either a 
large or a small amount of phos- 
pherus, largely replaced the Besse- 
mer converter.” 

A subsequent buletin will deal 
with the open-hearth process for 
producing steel,

BUREAU HERE CLOSED 


Following Instfuctions Re- 
ceived From Washington, 
Office Here Closed, 


he federal employment bureau 
in Atlanta, operated under the su- 
pervision of the department of la- 
bor, closed its operations Wednes- 
day owing to a telegram received 
fram Washington Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

The office in Atlanta had operat- 
ed for twenty-one months, and was 
brought to a very appropriate close 
by recording the last request for 
some one to work as a request far 
an undertaker—the only request for 
&@ man of that particular qualifiea- 
tion that has reached the office 
since its inception in January, 1918. 

Seven hundred and olanlicheven 
unfilled jebs were left upen_ the 
books of the bureau when the or- 
der for closing came from Washing- 
ton Wednesday. The office has av- 
eraged the receipt of 350 registrants 
for positions per week from men 
alone, and has filled at least 80 per 
cent of them, according to Dr. N. W. 
Ernest, superintendent of the bu- 
reau. 

Dr. Ernest was assisted in the 
work by G. E. Pritchett, Miss Ella 
Stevens, manager of the women's 
division, and Mrs. M. P. Gibson, 
manager of the local office. 


Just about one-third of the ap- 


plications received were from men 


discharged from the service, the 
remainder bein for people whv 
were either seeking work in some 
war industry or trying to find a 
place to supplant the job that had 
been taken away through the ces- 
sation of so many war industries 
upon the signing of the armistice. 

Miss Stevens, who has been in 


‘charge of the women’s department 


says that women who volunteered 
to do emergeney work were anxious 
to give their particular jobs back to 


'men who returned from the service, 
but that almost without exception, 
‘the women who had worked for a 


while were eager to continue work- 


ing in some line, and usually put 
in requests for positions to take the 
place of those they gave up to re- 
turning soldiers.

bring about better breeding for all 
classes of farm animals and poul- 


ry. 

The movement is nation wide and 
reaches straight to the individual 
live stock owner and breeder ana 
definitely pledges him to use only 
pure bred sires. His females may 
be of any breeding. It is planned 
to have the machinery of the de- 
partment of agriculture and a ma- 
jority of the state agricultural col- 
leges and numerous other agencies 
support those who seek to improve 
their live stock by this method. 
~They will have at their disposal 
also the services of the county agri- 
cultural agent, farm bureaus, farm 
councils and live stock associations 
in buying or obtaining the use of 
the right kind of sires. 

Every man who joins the crusade, 
the experts declare, will not only 


help himself but will help make the 
country a greater agricultural na- 
tion.

"MEMBER JOSS’ 
NO-HIT VICTORY? 

The tang in the October air stirs 
the memory of one famous game 
fought between two contenders for 
the pennant back in 1908. One of 
the most memorable no-hit games 
in the history of the American 
league was played in Cleveland be- 
tween the Naps and the Chicago 
White Sox. Both teams were fight- 
ing for the lead, with the finish of 
the campaign but a short time dis- 
tant, and players and fans wore 
their fighting clothes. Addie Joss 
went to the slab for Cleveland, while 
Ed Walsh pitched for Chicago. It 
is unlikely that such pitching wiil 
ever be seen again in a single con- 
test. Joss did not permit a single 
White Sox to reach first base. Walsh 
fanned fifteen Naps in eight innings. 
The game was won by Cleveland, 
1 to 0, Joe Birmingham scoring the 
only run made during that most 
remarkable of diamond contests, 
Cleveland made bat four hits off 
Walsh, and Birmingham got two 
of them. Walsh had pitched a game 
that, 999 times out of a thousand, 
would have won easily for his team, 
and defeat undér such circum. 
stances was unusually bitter. 
Walsh’s elusive spitters were al- 
ways wif for Joe Birmingham, al- 
though difficult of solution for any 
other player in the league, and on 
many occasions after that Joe won 
games for Cleveland when Walsh 
was pitching.
